East Indian Sporting Sketches.—No. 19.. 

The Sabbath is very much respected by sportsmen 
in the East; for what reason I can hardly say, except 
lor that tacit acquiescence in the value of the day of 
rest. On the Sabbath a march is rarely made; the camp 
ground of Saturday is the camp ground of Sunday; and 
even if a push Is deemed necessary a double march is 
done on the Saturday to gain the desired object, and yet 
have the Sabbath rest. Many do this on the sound 
grounds that a Christian should maintain a great tenet 
of Christianity in the face of temptation to slur the ob- 
abservance thereof. Others do it from mere habit's sake, 
whilst the greater portion feel that the rest is beneficial 
to the mind and body of man and beast.

If a physician were to 
come Into our house and so treat one of our children 
for the same cause, should we not probably and prop¬ 
erly kick him'out? The public should also know how 
well these Belf-styled V. S.'s are up in anatomy, as well 
as treatment. Here is an example.—the trouble is poll 
evil: “The ceruminous glands are internally connected 
with the ear and occiput (hinder part of the head). 
Their office is to secrete cerumen (ear wax), which lu¬ 
bricates the organs of hearing. When these glandB be¬ 
come injured by colds, fatigue, &c., the secretions be¬ 
come obstructed and produce swelling and suppuration. 

Put three spoonfuls of finely pulverized flint glass into 
a bottle containing a pint of urine; bury it in the 
ground for three days, then shake it up, and put one 
spoonful into each ear once a day for three or four or 
five days. After pulverizing tho glass, it should be 
»crunched through fine cambric or gauze." Perhaps 
the above needs no comment, except to say that the 
ceruminous glands have no connection with the occi¬ 
put, and his speaking of the glands becoming fatigued 
puts one in mind of the man that wauted to sit down to 
rest his face and hands. Poll evil is a fistulous ulcer, 
and caused by external pressure or violence. 

Again, these men are well versed in the uses and ac 
tiou of drugs. For instance, in speaking of the treat¬ 
ment of colic, one says: “An ounce of laudanum, given 
in a little water has invariably succeeded. Laudanum 
is a powerful anti-irritant ana n diffusive stimulant. 
There is no danger in giving this medicine at the com¬ 
mencement of the disease, uut if fever and inflamma 
tion [of the bowels] have set in it would be improper 
This condition of the system requires purging, bleed¬ 
ing, &c.” Comment upon this is again almost unneces¬ 
sary. I will simply say that stimulants are used as an¬ 
tidotes for an overdoso of laudanum, and that a cathar 
tic administered in a case of inflammation of the bow¬ 
els, would cause almost certain death. 

I think that enough of this so-called veterinary 
literature has been quoted to explain what is intended 
—that agricultural papers of standing should be very 
careful as to what they advise as to the treatment of 
sick animals, for perhaps the great majority of our 
farmers to-day look to them for instruction on this sub 
ject, and certainly just so long as these papers will 
publish, under the caption of “ Veterinary Column,” 
etc., etc., the generally valueless and oftentimes need 
lessly cruel treatment, advised by Tom, Dick and 
Harry—hien who have no medical knowledge.and no 
responsibility in the matter—just so long shall wfc have 
the people who have common sense saying and believ¬ 
ing thut veterinary science is no science at all; and not 
until the agricultural papers discriminate between the 
qualified and the self-styled veterinary surgeon, will 
the public learn to do so, and the same result must in¬ 
evitably follow among the thinkers, namely, that vete r 
inary surgeons are humbugs. It is a very common Bay 
ing among these men that they were brought up with 
horses, have always had to do with them and seen them 
around; in fact, they are half horses themselves; there¬ 
fore, they reason, it follows, as a matter of course, that 
they understand intimately the diseases and medical 
treatment of animals. Did it ever occur to any one 
hearing this remark (and I know there are many who 
must have done so) that they themselves were brought 
up with boys and girls, and always had to do with men 
and women, and, in fact, were human beings not half, 
but entirely themselves, and that for these reasons they 
were capable of treating the diseases of the human 
family? Why should a man be more competent in the 
one case than in the other? 

Again, it would almost seem as if a great portion of 
the public were ready to pay a premium for quackery 
The more superstitious nonsense and bombast that ii 
poured into their ears, the better are they pleased, and 
the smarter they think the practitioner. For instance, a 
man has a horse affected with bone spavin and takes 
the animal to a qualified veterinarian for his opinion. 
The practitioner l'eels that he has a character to sup 
port, means to be honest, and sayB what be knows to 
be the fact, that there are two ways of proceeding. The 
hoise can be either blistered or fired, the last being the 
surest mode of course, but neither of them perfectly 
certain, and with either, the horse must be thrown off 
work for some six or eight weeks at least. This losing 
the use of his horse for awhile does not suit; so he goes 
to the self-styled V. 8., who says: “Cure spavin? 
Why, yes, certainly, I have got some stuff that will 
cure the worst spavin any horse ever had.” “ Does it 
blister?" asks the owner. “ Not at all. Any man 
that will blister a horse is a fool;” and so on for about 
twenty minutes; and after telling him that the animal 
can be kept constantly at work, will suffer no incon¬ 
venience, and that the price will be |10 for the job, 
and |3 down, he is allowed to make his application, 
which generally consists of a mixture of aqdi' am- 
• monies, oil origanum, turpentine, etc. After it has 
been on for a few minutes, the horse commences to be 
quite uneasy with the leg; in fact, evinces considera¬ 
ble pain; water blisters are found, which soon break 
and discharge. “ There,” says the operator, “ there 
comes the spavin; dont you see it?" and the bystanders 
with whom he has been laughing and joking (he is a 
good talker in his way) think that they haveseen one 
of the wonders of their generation. This goes on for a 
few months, and the owner, finding that his horse gets 
no better, says veterinarian are a set of cheats, and 
gives it up as a bad job. 

Another place where veterinarians suffer is in the 
want of power with people to distinguish between one 
disease and another, as for example, the practitioner 
may be treating a case of inflammation of the bowels; 
the horse will be standing pawing gently with his fore 
foot, looking carefully and wistfully around at his 
flank, turning round and round in h& box, looking for 
a place to lie down, or he lies down slowly and care¬ 
fully. Along comes a man, who, by the way, has no 


business there, and asks what the matter is; says It Is 
not Inflammation, but some urinary difficulty. “John 
had a horse just so, week before last—only he was a 
good deal worse; he would throw himself down and 
roll over and kick and get up, and you’d think he Vas 
going through the side of the barn,” and so on, describ¬ 
ing a simple case of spasmodic colic, which he finally 
Bays was"'cured” by using, as he expresses it. “ the in¬ 
sides taken out of a chicken immediately after it was 
killed, and forced down its throat," and ne would bet 
$5 (which again, by the way, he will not do if you presB 
him) that he could cure this horse, and. incredible as 
it may Beem, more than half the bystanders will agree 
with the Btranger, and if the horse dies, as he 1 b more 
than likely to do, then the veterinarian does not know 
hiB business.” Edin.

Facts in Fish Culture. 

The Popular Science Monthly has an interesting 
article summarizing a lecture by one of our fish com¬ 
missioners, containing some important facts and sug 
gestions on fish culture, as follows: 

The results so far attained in this country in the arti 
fleial culture of fish are eminently satisfactory, and the 
efforts made by the various fisheries commissions to in¬ 
crease the supply of food for the people are worthy of 
all commendation. Naturally, there exists a lively 
public couriosity to know the processes of fish culture, 
and information with regard to its history, its principles, 
and its methods, is heartily welcomed. In response to 
this general demand, Mr. Robert B. Roosevelt, fish 
commissioner of the State of New York, has given a 
public lecture on pisciculture, in which he very fully 
considers the subject in all its aspects. The lecture is 
very long, and we must he content with indicating ouly 
a few of its points. There are, he said, two divisions 
of fish in our country which are subjects of fish cul¬ 
ture, namely the Salmonidw, or salmon tribe, and the 
Alosidoe, or shad tribe. Under the former head are in¬ 
cluded the salmon, the trout, the salmon trout (or lake 
trout,) the white fish and the California Balmon. The 
Alosidoe are represented in pisciculture only by the 
shad, as yet 

The first point in fish culture is to obtain the spawn¬ 
ing fish in proper condition. In the Salmonidce, the 
eggs, when in a perfectly ripe condition, lie free in the 
abdomen, and may be extruded by gentle pressure. 
They are caught as they fall in a basin, and are vital¬ 
ized by coming in contact with the milt from the males. 
Formerly, the practice obtained of having this basin 
full of water, it being supposed that this arrangement 
more nearly reproduced the natural conditions; but sub¬ 
sequent discoveries led to a change of this method. 
The eggs are fertilized by the spermatozoa of the milt 
entering through the micropyle, and taking up board 
and lodging within. It was ascertained, however, in 
practice, that these spermatozoa are not fond of water, 
and, although very active when first emitted, soon 
drowned. They retain their vitality much longer when 
dropped among the eggs in a comparatively dry state, 
and this is the method universally pursued at present. 

As soon as the operation is completed the eggs are 
placed in hatching troughs. These are made of va¬ 
rious materials, but are simply long, narrow boxes, say 
12 feet long by 18 inches wide, and subdivided into 
compartments, to keep the eggs from crowding on one 
another. Cold spring water, which has been carefully 
filtered by passing through several flannel screens, 
comes in at the head of these troughs, passes over the 
eggs, in one compartment after another, and escapes at 
the lower end. By this means the greatest dangers to the 
life of the embryo are avoided. Sediment ana conferv® 
cannot pass the screens, insects are kept out altogether, 
and ducks and eels are disappointed of their prey. 
The eggs require about two months to hatch, with the 
water at the temperature of 46°. They demand con¬ 
stant care and attention, for, if one egg dies or becomes 
diseased, it contaminates its neighbors. The advance 
of the process is, however, soon visible in the egg, 
either to the human eye or under the microscope. At 
last the pisciculturist will have evidence of his labors 
being successful. Some morning, on going to his

Second, a bird will cost from three to five doll a,*, 
ft is difficult to select a good bird from a lot, because 
you cannot distinguish the quality of his notes among 
so mi^iy; you must rely on the judgment and honesty 
of the dealer. You do not want a loud singer with a 
piercing note. Tho birds that are offered for sale at 
this season, are mostly young birds; therefore select 
one with p soft sweet voice, he will increase in volume 
and power of song as he grows older. Do not bang 
him In a draught or air. He will bear the out-door air, 
but not where a current of air flows upon him. His 
food should be plain canary and rape seed, with fresh 
water and a bath dally, or at your convenience. We 
have a bird that we purchased laBt autumn, that has 
not missed a day of song during the year. He is now 
moulting; his coat is as ragged bb that of a tramp. All 
hiB tail Feathers, save one or two, are gone, but he singB 
as sweetly and cheerfully as ever. Wo feed him abso¬ 
lutely nothing but the seed we have spoken of.- There 
are four things, yea, five, that a bird will do in a fam¬ 
ily. He will give the litile girl, eight or nine yeare old, 
a few minufes' lesson in tender, loving care each day. 
He will seitle a dispute or a quarrel liy drowning the 
voice of contention in the voice of song. He will drive 
away the blues, thereby saving a doctor’s bill and help¬ 
ing digestion. He will awaken the household with a 
concert at sunrise, and fill the bouBe with his happy 
spirit all day long. There will be at least one ceeertul 
fellow indoors when all the rest are sad.

To The Field: —Thinking thut perhaps a few items 
from this section might be of Interest to some of your 
many readers, we shall endeavor to jot them down.

Tub Emblematic Eagle.— The Etruscans were the 
first who adopted the eagle as the symbol of royal pow¬ 
er, and bore its Image as a standard at the head of their 
armies. From the time of Marlcus it was the principal 
emblem of the Roman republic, and the only standard 
of the legions. It was represented with outspread 
wings, and usually of silver, till the time of Hadrian, 
who made It of gold. The double-headed eagle was in 
use among the Bvzantine emperors to indicate, it is 
said their claim to the empire both to the east and west; 
it was adopted in the fourteenth century by the Ger¬ 
man emperors, and afterwards appeared on the arms of 
Russia. The arms of Prussia are distinguished by the 
black eagle, and those of Poland bore the white. The 
white headed eagle is the emblematic device of the 
United States of America, is the badge of the order of 
the Cincinnati, and is figured on coins. Napoleon 
addpted the eagle as the emblem of imperial France; It 
was not, however, represented In heraldic style, but In 
Its natural form, with the thunder bolts of Jupiter. It 
was disused under the Bourbons, but was restored by a 
decree of Louis Napoleon, January 1,1858.

The"ocean race at Cape May was a very interesting and excit¬ 
ing affair. The start was effected 8.48 p. x, on Tuesday, Oct 12. 
from Sandy Hook light ship; the course was thence round Cape 
May light ship and back. The Dreadnaught, Resolute and Veata 
took part in the race. 

“Resolute,” ccutreboard schooner—Length over all, 114 ft.; 
length on water line, 105 ft; breadth of beam, 25 ft. 1 in.; depth 
of hold. 8 ft; draught of water, 9 ft. 2 in.; tonnage. 20b tone, O. 
M. Built at City Island, N. Y., 1871. by David Carll; owner, Ru¬ 
fus Hatch. 

“Vesta,*' centreboard schooner—Length over all, 102 ft. 8 in.; 
length on water line, 100 ft.; breadth of beam, 25 ft.; depth of 
hold, 8 ft. 7 in.; draught of water, 7 ft. (I in.; tonnage, 201 tons, 
O. M. Built at City Island, N. Y„ 1885, by David Carll; owner, 
S. M. Mills. 

“Dreadoaueht," keel schooner—Length over all, 117 ft. 11 in.; 
length on water line. 110 ft. 1 In.; breadth of beam, 24 ft.; depth 
of hold, 9 ft. 7 In.; draught of water, 11 ft 2 In.; tonnage, 231.62 
tons, O. M. Built In Brooklyu, N. Y.. 1871, by Poillon Brothers; j 
owner, C. J. Osborn. 

It was a day, as It were, made to order for the event. All car¬ 
ried working topwtlls and two jibs, In addition to which the Res¬ 
olute carried her fore staysail. They weut past to the southeast 
of the light shipB at about 11 knots an hour, the Vesta leading, 
and being timed at 4.2.32; the Dreadnaught, 4.3.45; and Resolute, 
4.4.20 With the breeze blowing freshly from the north northwest. 
They ran at a tremendous pace down the coast with sheets well 
trimmed down and headings. S. W. The Dreadnaught soon pass¬ 
ed to windward of the Vesta, and the Resolute also gave the latter 
the slip and went on after the Dreadnaught. Dreadnaught was 
leading off Loi^g Branch and was gradually leaving the others, 
though the Resolute sent up her balloon staysail, and the Vesta 
her working staysail. About 0.30 r. x., off Egg Harbor, the Res¬ 
olute began to draw up to the Dreadnaught, whom Bhe shortly 
passed and drew away from. The Vesta did not seem able to 
bold her own at all, till nearing the Cape May light ship, when 
she picked up very rapidly. The Resolute, however, kept her lead, 
rounding the light ship at 1.11.10 ▲. m. on Weduesday, followed 
closely by Dreaaeaught at 1.20.45. and Vesta just three minutes 
behind. After rounding the Vesta begau to overhaul the Reso- 
into, and was close up to her (the Dreadnaught having tacked to 
the westward) when her foresail parted close to the gaff. This 
virtually put her out of the race, for It was the cause or her being 
takeo aback and of otherwise dropping astern of the other boats. 
As the hours of the morning wore on, the wind began to become 
baffling, aud ultimately died oat, to come again in fitful gusts and 
puffs that spoilt the match, and made it a case of lack, rather than 
a test of racing abilities. Still the Resolute had drawn up to the 
Dreadnaught and passed her, but in all the doriglug, tacking and 
fluking that took place their positions were again reversed at the 
mark boat which was passed as under 

Dreadnaught, 0.18.15 a. x. Thursday; Resolute, 0.19.53. The 
Vefta rounded at 8.47.38. 

The actual time consumed In the race was as bolow: 

Dreadnaught, 88h. 14m. 30a.; Resolute, 38h. 15m. 33s.; Vesta, 
40b. 45m. 9s. 

It Is a very great pitv that so fine a vessel os the Vesta should 
have been put out of toe contest in such an unfortunate way. 

At the end of the race, the Resolute claimed the prize on a time 
allowance of 8 minutes 45 seconds; but to this claim the owner of 
the Dreadnaught demurred, on the grounds that there were no 
time allowances in ocean races. This was a mere quibble, for the 
match was distinctly made under the rules of the New York 
Yacht Club, and consequently the yachts were liable to time al¬ 
lowances. This view was decidedly held by the Judges and ref¬ 
eree, who were unanimous iu tbeir opinion, and on meeting issued 
a circular awarding the race to the Resolute. We congratulate 
Mr. Hatch on his bard won victory. 


Yale Boat Club.— The fall meeting of the Yale University 
Boat Club took place on Oct. 10, on Lake Taltonstall. Though 
rainy, it was a tine rowing clay, as the water wa* still and free 
from lumps. The first race was for six-oared shells, between the 
academic freshmen and law school classes. As the. latter was 
substantially the luter-*Varsity crew of the year, It was no wonder 
that they pulled over the three miles with a turn course In 19.37, 
rowing right away from their competitors.

The course 
was one mile and return, and the academics revenged themselves 
for their previous defeat by winning from start to finish in 13.37J4, 
leaving their opponents 30 secs, behind them.

Colt Stakes. 

The following outspoken criticism from the Turf, Fitld and 
Farm, on the subject of Colt Stakes aud the duty of breeders, 
will also cover the deficiency in this section. Lamentable com¬ 
plaints are frequently made to us by breeders that a colt recently 
sold, was developing fabulous speed. The usual explanations 
follow, the complaint of a low price predominating. To these 
malcontents we Invite a perusal of this communication, and a 
more liberal view taken of the enterprise of shrewd buyers and 
tbe patronage of tbe “ stakes,” which others as well as ourselves 
have endeavored to establish. 

“It is a lamentable fact that breeders of fine trotting stock, as a 
rule, manifest both a lack of enterprise aud Judgment in bringing 
tbeir young stock forward as candidates for public favor. Colt 
stakes are repeatedly gotten up for their exclusive benefit, aud as 
often prove abortions, through a mistaken and, in many instan¬ 
ces, an impecunious policy on the part of the breeders. They 
raise a.hnhbutrwbont their colts, and whine pitifully because at 
tbe ordinary trotting meetings purses are not offered specially for 
colts and fillies of certain ages, thas enabling them to avoid trot¬ 
ting their young stock with older and more experienced horses. 
And yet, when such races are gotten up for them under the name 
of “colt stakes,“ for three, four and five-year old colts and flllliee, 
how many breeders enter their colts and fillies? And, among the 
few who do enter, how many are allowed to face the starter at the 
time appointed? Never more than a corporal's guard; at times a 
walk-over for some aspiring youngster whose owner bad the nerve 
to pay the entrance fee. More often two meet at the post, when 
the Romeos aud Capulets are at war, and the young scions of the 
rival houses are deputed to fight It out for tbe houor of their re¬ 
spective chieftains. Rarely, with the single exception of the 
State of Kentucky, do three or more engage in these colt stakes. 
Ah a natural sequence, the public lose all interest in them, and 
they fail in their object, which is to make a reputation for certain 
trotting sires, thereby advancing the interests of their owners. 
Many will wince at these plain truths, but as our efforts are di¬ 
rected to the improvement of the trotter, and toward giving an 
impetus to a valuable industry, it Is as well they should he 
spoken. 

“ Taking the city of New York as the center, there are over 
fifty trotting stallions within a radius of two hundred miles, 
doing service in the stud. A large proportion are comparatively 
untried, as trotting sires, simply because the opportunity is want¬ 
ing to test thsir respective merits. Now and then, when au ani¬ 
mal has changed hands, a promising youngster looms up; he is 
placed in capable bands, properly developed, and turns out a trot¬ 
ter. Who benefits? Not the breeder—he hae sold him for a few 
hundreds, perhaps—but bis new owner, whose enterprise and 
liberality is fittingly rewarded In tbe possession of a trotter worth 
thousands to him. If this is true of one—and we consider the 
fact indisputable—it is also true of the great majority of our rep¬ 
resentative American trotters. They have all passed from the 
baods of their breeders, at comparatively nominal figures, before 
they were properly developed, and are now enriching their re¬ 
spective owners. It was recently shown in these columns that 
the bay gelding Bodine, in two brief seasons, made for his owner 
over $25,000. St. Julien, in the same time, will earn as much or 
more. Rarus, Maude, Nettie, Judge Fullerton, Grafton, Jennie, 
Susie, Mouarch, Jr., Commonwealth, Sensation, Clementine, 
Lucille Oolddust, Lula, American Girl, Goldsmith Maid, Red 
Cloud, Nerea, Hopeful, Occldeut, aud a host of others we do not 
now recall, are examples iu point, not one of which are owned by 
their breeders. 

“Breeders, of course, raise stock for sale; it is their business, 
and they are not supposed, as a general thing, to be engaged in 
speculations ou tbe turf. But if they would study their own true 
interests they would do well to develop, before they make sales 
of their young stock. If they desire to make reputations for their 
sires they must give the colts a chance to compete ou tbe turf. In 
public, with colt* of other sires. Judicious handling is well 
enough as far as it goes, as a preliminary portico of a colt's edu¬ 
cation. To be able to trot well a colt must trot in company; he 
must get used to the noise and bustle of the race course. This Is 
acquired much more readily at an early age than after he has ar¬ 
rived at maturity. The young trotter has sufficient intelligence to 
be guided by aud to benefit through the lessons taught by a com¬ 
petent trainer. In company with strange horses his ambition to 
excel is aroused, and eager to be first to reach tbe goal, be soon 
learns to trot fast. Iu fact, the turf Is tbe high Bchool to the colt, 
where he completes bis education. Of the importance, therefore, 
of colt trots as a means of developing their best capacity for speed 
aud endurance, of promoting a friendly emulation among breed¬ 
ers, and finally as an incentive to the improvement of horse stock, 
there can be but oue opinion. 

“If colt stakes are objectionable to our Northern and Eastern 
breeders, why not sink all petty Jealousy aud form a Trotting 
Horse Breeders 1 Association, as In Lexington, Ky., for example? 
There it has been found to work admirably, and there is no earth¬ 
ly reason why It would not work as well here, under proper man¬ 
agement. As an experiment, a track might he leased for a term 
of years, and a spring or fall meeting gotten up, with a series of 
purses for three, four and five-year-old colts, divided into first, 
second, third and fourth prizes. To vary the programme, purses 
might be o'ffered for three, four and five-year-old green colts and 
fillies, and for colts aod fillies In the 4.00,8.30,3.00 and 2.50 classes, 
etc.; purses for colts alone, and fillies alone, etc. In short, a pro¬ 
gramme might be so diversified as to render it quite as Interesting 
as those put forth at tbe regular trotting meetings, and R would 
meet with the same public favor. AU that would be needed to in¬ 
sure the success of such an enterprise is concert of action, enter¬ 
prise and pluck. Any plan is better than none that will have a 
tendency to encourage colt races in harness, as well as on tbe flat. 
The above suggestions are thrown out at random for the consider¬ 
ation of those interested; meanwhile we invite a free discussion 
of the subject In these columns." 

Smuggler's Colts.— At Col. Russell's Home Farm in Milton 
quite recently, four Smuggler colts were dropped by foar of the 
best mares in New England. Ella Blwood is the dam of a bay 
filly with a white strip on the face. Jessie Wales gave birth to 
another similarly marked. Lady Belch dropped a oay colt with 
a white atrip on nls face, and Battle, by Ethan Alien, became the 
mother of a bay filly. The colts are all by Smuggler, end the 
champion has marked them all. They are now about a week old 
and are very likely young onee. 


Occident.—T he reason of Occident’s falling to make his mark 
in tbe East during the post season Is given as follows by the Bul¬ 
letin of San Francisco: "The ‘California Wonder' has failed to 
distinguish himself during his Eastern tour, disappointing Dot a 
few wno were led to expect a series of brilliant performances in 
tbe promised contests with eastern flyers. The cause of this dis¬ 
appointment is said to be the result of an operation performed on 
Occldeut'a feet a short lime prior to his departure from this coast^ 
Prominent turfmen believed that Occident conld easily beat his 
best time if bis hoofs were broadened. Accordingly the hoofs 
were cut down considerably, and bv means of screws placed In 
the frogs it was expected to accomplish the desired object. The 
operation was supposed to have been successful until the ani¬ 
mal was placed in truiulng on a Philadelphia track. Here he ex¬ 
hibited unmistakable signs of lameuess. and was thus prevented 
from taking part in any of the races. TTie lameness still mani 
ferns Itself, but experts say it will soon disappear and leave the 
horse In as good if not better condition than ever before.” 


Lotbair. 1 — Lothair, the eleepy-looklng horse that baa caused 
such consternation among sporting men out West, la Small Hopes 
of Jackson, Mich., an old trotter with a record in the twenties, 
and baa been expelled from the National Association. Daring the 
meeting of the Battle Creek Horae Breedesr' Association. Sept. 1 
to 4, Small Hopes came to Battle Creek from Jackson, but was 
not permitted to enter for tbe races, or even to exercise on the 
track, being an expelled horse. While here the bores waa leased 
bv the owner to other parties from that date untU the 1st of Jan. 
The animal's legs were colored; be waa otherwise changed in ap¬ 
pearance, and then christened Lothair. He was shipped out West 
as a green horse, and it appears with good success,

Old Probs has promised us a very open winter, with 
but little frost.

It is 
the mimic battle field which gives the young man an 
insight into the great struggle of lif nmi teaches him 
that however transcendent his qualifications, he cannot 
go successfully through one or other without assistance 
of some sovt or other. We believe it is as fine a game 
as ever was played, and as such we are desirous of see¬ 
ing it scientifically played, If there are any among our 
readers, among our more youthful readers especially, 
who are desirous of keeping wind and mus ;le n good 
order, let us hear from them. We shall he happy to 
hear from anyone for the purpose of forming a foot¬ 
ball club for Chicago. If there are any who know the 
game in its delicious vitality, we request them to re¬ 
port themselves at once, and rally to form a nucleus 
around which a football club may gather. Nor do we 
wish this for Chicago alone, for the whole country. 
Let this noble game be cultivated among us.

The Chicago Rifle Club. 

An important meeting of the Chicago Rifle Club was 
held in the gentlemen's parlor of the Sherman House 
on last Thursday afternoon at 8 o'clock. Major Fulton 
was present, uud on several occasions was referred to 
for his opinions a ou questions that came up for discus¬ 
sion. The questions of purchase or lease of a range, 
and the incorporation of the club under the laws of the 
Stnte were discussed. Mr. Jas P. Root.stated that the 
South Park Commissioners would expend $500 for a 
house, to take the place of that moved and sold to Hyde 
Park. The proposition was accepted und a vote of 
thanks tendered. It was then moved that Mr. Root 
take steps toward drawing up articles of incorporation. 

In a speech by Mr. Cleveland he stated that as the City 
of Chicago had a building such as probably no other 
city in the Union could boast of, in which a safe raDge 
of 200 yards could be obtained, he thought it would be 
a good plan to ask the management of ths Exposition 
to permit the use of the building for this purpose. 
This seemed to meet the unanimous approbation of 
those present, and a committee was appointed for this 
purpose. Major Fulton stated that he would guarantee 
at least one prize of $50 to be shot for. Many other 
prizes are spoken of. A long discussion next followed 
on the subject of the joint challenge received by the 
Indiana AmatcucRifle Association of Fort Wayne, Ind., 
and the Jackson Rifie Association, of Jackson, Mich., 
ended in a resolution that it was the sense of the meet¬ 
ing that those who could not participate in the coinpeta- 
tive practice of last Tuesday, also those who were dis¬ 
satisfied with their scores of that day Bhould have the 
privilege of two scores to-day, from which the Execu¬ 
tive Committee might select a team of eight to go to 
Pleusaut Lake, Ind., on Wednesday, the 27th inst., and 
compete with teams selected from the two clubs men¬ 
tioned. The meeting then adjourned. 

The Greatest Pedestrian Feat on Record. 

Daniel O’Leary, by performing the unprecedented 
feat of walking one hundred miles in 18 hours, 53 min. 
40 sec., has placed himself unquestionably at the head 
of the pedestrian tree. No man of the present day has 
shown any capability of successfully competing with 
him, and he may be classed with Westhall and Captain 
Barclay of old country reputation, as the greatest of 
pedestrian lights. We have been very severe on Mr. 
O'Leary on two occasions previous to this last walk on 
account of his carelessness of scii ntific. assistance to 
the eDd he desired. Without this assistance and care 
he failed signally in two great endeavors and drew 
down reproach upon himself; but in this last walk he 
took warning from previous disasters, and had every 
necessary attention and accommodation ready at hand, 
with earnest, proficient helpers to minister to his com¬ 
fort. The result was the splendid triumph we now re¬ 
cord. From these few facts we can all learn, that, 
however splendid the physical (or mental) gifts we may 
he endowed with, they cannot be made to serve the ut¬ 
most purpose without the closest and most careful fos¬ 
tering and guidance. 

The most curious fact concerning O’Leary is that he 
is purely a national phenomenal walker; he never trains 
as the term is generally accepted, but gives merely or¬ 
dinary attention to the regularity and material of his 
diet and remains at his usual avocation, adding, 
however, long walkB to his customary daily very great 
amount of pedestrianism.

It til ii well kuown fact that Edwin Forrest played in the Garden 
City once, and only ouce. But very few can give a reaeon for It, 
eave that, aa he eatd in hie pompous and self-satisfied manner, 
“the people of Chicago do nut appreciate me.” 

With regard to hie acting, there wae a wldedeverelty of opinion 
there, aa Indeed there always was. and while some thought him 
“immense,” many held him to he Inferior—very far Inferior to 
others, especially In Sltakceperiau characters, and that there were 
some who could excel him even In hl« copyright character*, If they 
had the opportunity. 

Certainly he only played one brief engagement in that famous 
(Are famous If nothing else) city, and I am convinced the true In¬ 
cident l am about to relate had something to do with his decision 
—perhaps very much with bis idea that he was not appreciated, 
as his towering ambition and pride believed he shonld be. 

The then theatre stood on Dearborn street, with John B. Bice 
(lately deceased) as the manager, and Forrest had performed (If I 
remember aright) his great character of Motamora. 

I was present, escorting a yonng lady, the daughter of one of 
the solid men—u well known physician, who boasted of Falstaff- 

Ian proportions and humor- one Doctor M-, and himself and 

wife completed the party. 

The play and a dance finished, and wlthont remaining for the 
afterpiece, we made an exit, aud walked slowly down the street. 
The physician and lady iu advance, and wishing to know his opin¬ 
ion of “the greatest American actor,” being satisfied from the 
man It would be a striking one, 1 asked: 

“Doctor, what do yon think of Forrest r” 

“Think of him," was answered in stentoriuu tone?, “why, my 
boy, he's nothing bat a brute force aud native stupidity actor!” 

I beard a step at the moment, and saw Forrest walking close 
behind, and as he passed (we turning a rteht angle) bis strides 
would have astonished Weston, and the flashing of his eyes have 
put ao army of “eupea’’ to flight. 

He coaid not but b&ve distinctly heard the sharp criticism, and 
coming aa it did from one of the first citizens of Chicago, 1 have 
often fancied it wae with him an all sufficient reason for not ap¬ 
pearing there again. It may not have been the altogether true 
one, and yet, I aoubt not. It went very far to conviuce him that 
he was not “appreciated.” 

Tbe Hat Trick. 

A BEWILDERED AND BN RAO El) OLU OKNTLEM A N IN A HAN 
FRANCISCO THEATRE. 

At Magnlro’s New Theatre, on Bash street, last evening, was 
euacted a spirited comedy which was not dowu on the programme, 
bat which enlivened the aadience in a most wonderful manner. 
After that truly wonderful drama of Ben Bolt is inflicted, Herr¬ 
mann the magician appears and performs bis dextrous tricks for 
the edification of tbe aadience. One of his most amusing ven¬ 
tures la tbe demolition of a “plug" bat borrowed from some good 
natared spectator, and its subsequent wonderful restoration to its 
owner. Last evening there was a jolly looking old man Seated 
near the stage, with a new silk bat, which he very readily loaued 
to the professor. When Herrmann explored tbe inside or tbe hat 
and brought forth an egg tbe jolly old fellow laughed Quite hearti¬ 
ly, and wnen the facetious magician explored the prolific interior 
of the bat and brought forth in some mysterious manner two rab¬ 
bits, the jolly old fellow grew quite hysterical and his face be¬ 
came a livid hue. Herrmaon banded tbe bat to his female assist¬ 
ant with Instructions to brush it for the gentleman. Tbe assist¬ 
ant retired with the borrowed hat and exchanged it for an old oue, 
with which the trick was to be concluded. In tbe menuwhile, 
Herrmann was engaged In performing some other impossible feat, 
after which he espied the hat on the Httle table He directed his 
male-assistant to return the hat to the jolly old gentleman. The 
assistant on his way to the geutlemnn's seat stumbled and. to 
tbe dismay of the professor, aadience, and particularly the jolly 
old gentleman, who was perfectly aghast, fell on the hat aud 
crushed it into a shapeless black lump. 

Tbe unfortunate assistant sheepishly returned tbe disordered 
tile to bis master, and retired in a most disconsolate manner. The 
professor apologized very hnmbly for the accident to the owner, 
whose jollity had aerioasly departed, aud who looked quite sav¬ 
age, and promised to do all In nis power to restore the hat. To 
cneer the spectators he«xecuted a trifling diversion with a hand¬ 
kerchief. He rolled it into a small ball and pretended to throw it 
to the owner In tbe gallery, but It mysteriously disappeared. The 
magician assumed a lopk of surprise, and approaching the owner 
of Die luckless hat, who had not abated bis ferocity a jot, said, 
“ You have that handkerchief, sir.” The man surlily denied the 
charge, whereupon the professor applied his capacious hand to 
tbe man s nose and slowly unfolded to view the handkerchief. 
The spectators roared, bnt the man, whose forbearance had been 
sufficiently tried, he tboaght, raised his cane and dealt the aston¬ 
ished Herrmann four or five heavy blows about the shoulder. Tbe 
theatre resounded with cries of “ pot him out,” “ bounce him," 
and “ bllff him once for luck, profess,” and there was much ex¬ 
citement for a time Herrmann, took the matter very coolly, 
however, and regaining the stage took the battered tile, and say¬ 
ing, “ I'll give you yonr hat. sir,” began tearing it Into strips. 
He rolled the pieces Into a package, and approaching the man, 
remarked, “ Here's your hat, sir: very much obliged sir.” Tbe 
man indignantly refused the handle, and Herrmann transferred It 
ro the hands of an assistant, whom he directed to hold it above 
hU head. He then discharged a pistol at it, and a hat was per¬ 
ceived flying across the upper part of the theatre. The bundle 
turned out to contain an apoplectic doll, and another shot toward 
the flies brought down the gentleman's hat unhart and shining. 
Tbe professor paused a mofheut before he returned the bat, and in 
a loud voice said: ” If yon stay here two minutes after I give you 
your hat. I'll pnt yon out, sir!” The man received his hat, but 
settled back in his seat with the evident design of remaining. 
The professor leaned over and clutched the portly man by the 
coat, aud there was ao auimated struggle, which was enlivened by 
encouraging remarks from the '* gods” in the gallery, each m 
• -ock it to the old duffer, Herrmann," “ Give him one for me.” 
etc. A police officer connected with tbe theatre, interfered; and 
led the unfortunate man out. On his wa$r out some person 
p inched him in the neck, aud immediately he was surrounded by 
a crowd of fifteen or twenty of the audience, who pommeled him 
in au unmerciful manner After a struggle, he succeeded in re¬ 
gaining the street, and the sceuee were related and laughed over 
by a group In front of the theatre until a late hour.— Chronicle, 
October 2 .

A Heal on Rattlesnakes. 

To The Field: —Ia the Bummer of ’00 a party of six 
started from Philadelphia up the Delaware and Lacka- 
wana R. R. into Monroe County, Pa., to gun and 
fish during the fortnightly holiday that is usually al¬ 
lowed clerks employed in the various wholesale houses 
in that city. 

We (the writer hereof being one of the sextette) left 
Philadelphia about seven in the morning and after a 
beautiful ride (up the valley of the Delaware river 
through the famed Water Gap), lasting about nine or 
ten hours, we arrived at Fork’s Station, and there were 
met by a son of tbe soil, Hi Warner, by name, a brawny, 
long, lank, ideal frontier man, who was in waiting for 
us with his “buck-board" (the pleasures of riding in 
which over a mountain road need to be tried to be ap¬ 
preciated). 

He conveyed us to a clearing near his house, about 
a mile from the station, where we pitched our tent and 
prepared our camp for the night. We slept as Bound 
as could be on the soft beds of hemlock boughs, and in 
the morning started over the mountains led by our 
guide and factotum Hi, who took us over bill and 
through vale until we came to Tobyhana creek, near 
the head waters of which we arranged our tackle and 
commenced our work. We fished down the stream 
against the general rules set down in sportsmen’s man¬ 
uals, but succeeded very well, the creels emptying out 
some 400 fish when we halted in the afternoon. Our 
way was much enlivened by the hymnology of Hi, who 
carolled in clarion tones, enforced by the casting of his 
fly (a worm), and accentuated by the peculiar nasal 
twang peculiar to certain religious societies. 

His favorite hymn when casting for some old “rogue” 
trout, whose lair we had often watched, was that good 
old Methodist hymn:

Nine of Diamonds. 

Various reasons ore assigned to account for the niue 
of diamonds being called the curse of Scotland. First, 
Marv of Lorraine introduced the game of c.mete into 
Scotland, at which the nine of diamonds is the winning 
card, and ruined many Scottish courtiers thereby. Sec¬ 
ond, because George Campbell, in the reign of Mary 
Stuart, stole nine diamonds out of the Scottish crown. I 
The whole of Scotland was taxed for it, and the card 
was called in consequence, not only the curse ’of Scot¬ 
land, but said “George Campbell.” Third, James, 
Duke of York, is said to have introduced the game into 
Scotland, which by others is ascribed to Mary of Lor¬ 
raine. Fourth, the Nine of Diamonds Pope, at Pope 
Joan, and Scotch Presbyterians gave it a bad name ac¬ 
cordingly. Fifth,because every ninth king of Scotland 
waa a bad king, and diamonds representing royally, the 
nine for diamonds was therefore Btigmatizcd. Sixth, 
because, according to false report, the Duke of Cum¬ 
berland wrote a cruel order at Culloden on the back of 
the card in question. Seventh, and lastly, the Dal- 
rymple (Earl of Stair) family was a family of Whigs, to 
one of whom Scotland owed the massacre of Glencoe, 
and to another the defeat of the intrigues of the Stuarts 
at the French court. The Dalrymples bore nine loz- 
enes (saltirewise) in their coat-of-arms, bearing some 
resemblance to the nine of diamonds, to which card the 
Scottish Jacobites are said to have given the name of 
the Curse of Scotland, in token of their hatred of name, 
title, and of the memory of Stair and Dalrymple. 
What is wanted is the date at which the name was first 
given.
